1 . We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, 
humbly submit to Your Majesty this our Sixty-fifth Report. 

2. During the year ended 31st December, 1909, 27 meetings of the Board 
have been held. We have made 444 orders in various matters affecting 
charities and charity property, besides providing for the regular issue of the 
sums payable to the charities under our control. 

3. Nine hundred and eight funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us, to the 31st December, 1909, since the “ Charitable Donations 
and Bequests Act (Ireland), 1867 ” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary 
transfers.
